WAGES AND GOST OF LIVING 


| An Adaptation to Canada of Returns 
of British Board of Trade 


The British Roard of Trade last 
year conducted an inquiry into the 
; question Oo: wages and cost of living 
| }mong the industrial classes of United 
{ tates, the results of which as tabu'a- 


fently been made public. Incluced in 
the report is a valuable comparison 
; of the figures for the United Sta‘e: 
with those for the United Kingdom 
/and Walcs as secured in 1995 and 1e- 
Summing up all these 
| results it may be said that while the 
cost of food and rent in the Un'ted 
States fs 52 per cent. greater wan in 
England, yet wages, being 180 per 
cent, higher, more than off-set the 
{higher cost of living. Furthcr, th 
margin of income over and above food 
and rent is so great as to make pos- 
| sible a command of the necegssar’e: 
&nd conveniences and minor luxuries 
of life that is bath nominally and 
really greater than that enjoyed by 
the corresponding class in England. 
| What is true of the United States is 
| true of Canada, for conditions in both 
countries are nearly identical. Can- 
| ada is practically as self-contained as 
the United States. Almost every pri 
mary commodity in wide consumpti n 
is produced within its own borders. 
It is still relatively in an early state 
of its development. It has zreat natu 
tal advantages and opportunities for 
individual advancement. And its in- 
dustries are growing nicely. The con 
ditions of its working c’ases are if 
anything better than in the Stateg 
and the comparisons ins'ituted  be- 
tween the latter country and England 
apply with even greater force in the 
case of Canada.

& Christmes. predicts the end of Can- 


He bases this pre- 
diction on the fact that for the ra:t 
few years Canada’s dairy exports have 
fallen off, and that there is every rea- 
son to believe that they will cont:nue 
to do so in the near future. He 
states further that while Canada’s 
population has been increasing by 
leaps and bounds, and its spend ng 
capacity has also been increasing, its 
butter and cheese production has not 
been increasing anywhere near in pro-

Nothing 
could be clearer that that the farmer 
and his city cousin are inter-depend- 
ent; the thing which is good for one 
is good for ths other, and that which 
is bad for the one is hurtful to the 
other. Why should the agriculturist 
Oppose the industrial development of 
our country, To take the instance of 
this inter-dependence that is closest at 
hand, the growth and progrers of Win- 
nipeg means as much to the farmers 
who are witbin trading distance of the 
city as the increase of the rural popu: 
lation within trading distance means 
to the merchants and tradesmen of 
Winnipeg—and this is very mucb in: ; 
deed. The 150,000 people of Winnip:g 
must be fed, and a considerable part | 
of the task of feeding them devolves 
upon the farmers who lite near 
enough to scnd the products to ths 
Winnipeg market, a market admitted 
to be one of the best for all sorts 
of farm products. There is, in fact, 
an almost constant shortage of such 
farm products as milk, eggs, poultry 
fresh vegetables in the Winnipeg mar- 
ket. Milk is easy to produce in the 
country about Winnipeg and yet 
seven thousand pounds of milk are 
brought in each day for the use of 
Winnipeg people from Minneapolis. 
‘Winnipeg is but typical of every other 
Western city.
